PUNISHMENT DEMANDED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, 
Aug. 
10.—The 


czar has demanded the exemplary pun- 
ishment not only of the murderer of the 
•Russian consul at Monastir 
who 
was 


killed last week by Turkish gendarmes 
but of, all 'the military and civil officials 
in anyway responsible tor the crime. 


The assassination of the Russian con- 


sul at Monastir, M. Hostkovski—the sec- 
ond murder of a Russian consular official 
in Macedonia within a few months—has 
created intense indignation here. In re- 
'portitig the occurrence to the foreign 
oilieo thi; Russian ambassador at Con- 
stantinople telegraphed August S: 
. 


The Russian consul at Monastir _has 


fallen the victim of an atrocious crime. 
The Grand Vi/dcr and the Turkish for- 
eign minister have come to me with ox 
prcssions' of regret in the name of the 
sultan. Fcrid i'asha. the grand vizier, 
informed roe thai the assassin was a 
gendarme named Halim, and that he 
will be subjected to the severest punish- 
ment, and the Vuli of Monastir will be 
removed from his post. 


In reply Count Lamsdorfl", the foreign 


minister, telegraphed to the ambassador 
August 9: 


His majesty has received a telegram 


from the sultan expressing his deep re- 
gret at the death of the Russian eonsu 
at Monastir. When I submitted youl 
"telegram to the emperor 
his majesty 


"BVO orders that you should not confine 
yourself to-receiving explanations from 
the grand vizier but should make the 
'most energetic demands on the Turkisl 
government for full satisfaction and im 
mediate punishment of 
the 
murderer 


and of all military and civil officials on 
whom responsibility for the audacious 
crime may fall. 


According to the report made by the 


official now in charge of the Russian con- 
sulate at Monastir the murderer is a 
gendarme. The consul asked Ms name, 
because, in defiance of instructions the 
gendarme did not salute-him. The gen- 
darme 
thereupon tired several 
shots, 


mortally 
wounding the consul in 
the 


head and hip.' The horse drawing the 
carriage in which tlio consul was riding 
received two bullets and shots were also 
lired at the coachman, 


CALLED SLAYKR "PI.C OF TURK." 
BELC11ADK, Servia, Aug. 10—Accord- 


ing to the latest reports received here 
regarding the murder of 
the 
Russian 


consul at Monastir M. Roslkovski abus- 
ed the Turkish gendarme who was doing 
sentry duty for not saluting him and 
called him a "Pig of a Turk." Then he 
. struck the sentry with his whip, saying 
"Next time, perhaps, you will know me." 


The gendarme thereupon fired on the 


• consul. 


It is stated that M. Rostkovski was 


. hated by the Turks on account of his in- 
.tense arrogance. •

M. Ro.-ftkov.-iki had been in Macedonia 


•for twenty years. Ho knew the. inside 
iilso of every village in,the province and 
'was regarded as a firm friend of the

Hhe went to 


the village of Mogil, six 4niles north of 
Monastir, to investigate the Turkish ex- 
cesses there. The Turkish troops had 
cordoned the village and a sergeant seiz- 
ed the bridles of M.. Rostkovski's horses 
and attempted to stop the consul. The 
latter raised his cane and struck the ser- 
geant. His action placed him in immi- 
nent danger until his identity -was re- 
vealed.

COX STANTINOPLE, ~ Aug. 
10.—The 


murder of the Russian consul M. Rost- 
kovaki, has caused intense excitement 
here and is'the sole topic of conversa- 
tion in the streets, cafes and press re- 
ports. The general belief is that the in- 
cident is bound to considerably aggra- 
vate the already serious situation in Ma- 
cedonia and it'is felt that it will un- 
doubtedly encourage the Bulgarians to 
support the insurrectionary movement, 
which is spreading rapidly to the south- 
ward of Monastir, 


According to man advices from Mon- 


nslir dated August 5, the insurgents who 
recently occupied the little town of 
Kushevo, 23 miles north of Monastir, 
numbered nine hundred. 


They killed the garrison consisting of 


52 soldiers, dynamited and burned the 
government building and then hoisted 
on a. hill overlooking the town a red 
(lag bearing on one side a lion with the 
inscription "Death or liberty,' and on 
the other the words, "Courage, Breth- 
ren." 
The rebels were stiU in possession 


of the town when the letters were sent 
off.

Consult with the district 
attorney, if you deem it necessary, irith 
regard to the law on the subject

Andrew Hanson, Arrested on 


Charge ot Arson, Declares 


Innocency and Will Make 


Statement Soon. • 


"I never bet fire, -bo a building in my 


life; 
I have never served a 
day 
in 


states prison, or reformatory, and half 
of the stories that have been, circulated 
and published about me are false," said 
Andrew Ha^sou, under arrest on charge 
of arson, and confined in 'the county 
jail. 
Hanson intends to make a stren- 


uous fight for his liberty. While he has 
not yet engaged an attorney he said he 
would have one ar.d that evidence in his 
behalf was being quietly 
worked 
up. 


Continuing the prisoner said, "If I had 
served all the time credited 'to me, I 
would luive loen in states prison moat 
of my life. 
I want to say ihat in a 


short time I will make a statement. I 
was not at eleven of the fires of July 3 
and I gave but one alarm on that night. 
On the night of August 3, I gave the 
alarm'twice. I know that the circum- 
stances look funny, but I believe that 
when 1 get on the witness stand I can 
explain away immy things. 
I am not 


at all worried over my arrest on this 
charge, J am simply worried on account 
of my wife who U not well. There was 
no reason in the world why I should 
set fire to any of ilie many barns. 
I 


do not even know half the owners, I had 
nothing against them and they nothing 
against me, and' why should I want to 
do them harm?" 


Hanson talked a great deal and con-

seemed little probability that Leo's 
prophecy would be fulfilled, for Ram- 
polla seemed to have an almost com- 
maudlpg. lead among the members of 
the college-of cardinals, with Ore'glia, 
Gotti and Sernfino VannutelH as strong 
possibilities. BesitfeH these, there were 
several others who were thought to be 
likely' candidates in case the rivalry 
among the leaders should become so 
Intense as to make the election of any 
one of them impossible. But Sarto's 
name was scarcely mentioned except 
among the most reverent who remem- 
bered the prediction of Pope Leo and 
those whp were mindful of the popu- 
larity In the Catholic church of Cardi- 
•nnl Sorto, which by mnny was regard- 
ed us being second not 
even to 


that of I.eo himself. Cardinal Sarto, 
now Pope Plus X., evidently did not 
seriously consider himself as one of tbe 
pnpabill, for the evening before hi* 
election he declared, .In 'speaking to a 
friend who had suggested that he 
might be th« next pope, that when be 
started for Uome from.

He was born at Itiese, in the prov- 
ince of Venice, and wps'educated la 
the Saleslan Institute at Cottolengo, 
founded by the famous Dom Bosco, He 
was always of a serious turn ,of mind 
and when a young man his rector said 
to him that he had "never beei; a 
child." 


Cardinal Sarto was not "discovered" 


until bo had reached middle age. He 
was a pnrish priest in the province of 
Venice for the most of his years and 
finally became a bishop. His h'igh er- 
ccutive qualities and unexcelled learn- 
ing became known soon after his ele- 
vation and were recoi^nized by the au- 
thorities of the. church. It was not 
until 1893 that he was created u cardi- 
nal, 
at which time heswas also named 


as patriarch of Venice. 
Thus 
the 


modest but able parish priest became" 
the head of the province in which he 
had served so many years In a Sowly 
position. His selection was made by 
the consistory of 1S98, which was com- 
pelled to sue the throne for the privi- 
lege of installing him SB patriarch of 
Venice. In return for this concession, 
which was made 'through -Premier 
Crispi, the church appointed an ecclesi- 
astical vicar apostolic iu northeastern 
Africa to assist the premier in. hie pet 
scheme of extending'the African colo- 
nies.

Cardinal Sarto had not bean in office 


his availability wa» commenied upon 
by the really thoughtful wrlttr* more 
frequently than that of n'ny other car- 
dinal. As an example, a apectal cor- 
respondent of a prominent American 
daily last April wrote as follows to hl» 
paper concerning Cardinal Sarto and 
the papacy: 


"It ii Cardinal Gulseppe Barto, the 


patriarch of Venice, the Wend and 
liatron of Abbe Perosi, Ihe composer, 
who Is at the present moment regard' 
ed not only throughout Italy, but like- 
wise In the principal capitals of Eu- 
rope, as dostfned to become the ne'rt 
pope. 80 little has been heard of him 
until'now In connection with the papal 
succession that he may b« regarded In 
the light of a dark horse In the r»«, 
which is perhaps due to the fact that 
he rarely goes to Rome, that he has

posed to Leo. For instance, Cardinal 
Sarto publicly announced his jpy when 
there were strong probabilities of a 
union between church and state, and 
his accession to the pontificate has Ions 
been regarded In certain quarters ns 
the solution of the Roman problem so 
long unsolved and so long a cause of 
dissension over all Italy, to say nothing 
of its bearing upon the attitude of oth- 
er Catholic countries. Cardinal Sarto 
IB noted for his prudence, having never 
meddled with politics, and for extreme 
Independence. He is also a patron of 
tho arts, and launched Father Lorenzo 
Perosi, the celebrated priest composer. 


The cardinal Is recognized as one of 


the most learned men In the church. 
He is a sttoklw for the exact truth as 
between the church and the people, and 
won much renown some years ago by. 
destroying certain relics of doubtful 
authenticity. 
He brings to his high 


office a character of roost attractive 
modesty, unusual energy In the direc- 
tion of matters lurge and small, the 
talents of a fine administrative officer 
und the first qualities of an organizer.. 
In addition to his abilities and his un- 
doubted Christian character, tha car- 
dinal Is, from the sweetness of hi* 


; more than n year before he publicly de- 


j dared for a union between church and 
! state, speaking In no uncertain way. 


i His utterances created ft great sensa- 
tion, nnd it was felt that he might have 
offended tho holy father by tho fervor 
of hit? words.

It was said at the time that Cardinal 


Sarto' made his public announcement 
that the Austrian and Pruesian ambas-

Emperor 
Francis Joseph is reported to have 
written several letters to the pope with 
this.end In view, and Emperor"William 
of Germany "is said to have been equal-

declare Hint it Is imperative that the 
next pontiff should be a prelate who 
would devote H.IS entire energias to re- 
forms of an administrative and eco- 
nomic character, and likewise to th» 
more rigid enforcement of tbe doc- 
trines and discipline of the church. 


• "Cnrdlr.nl Ssrto. the patriarch of Ven- 
ice, Is the man of all others who fills 
these requirements. 
He Is probably 


the most able adminstrator of the Ital- 
ian episcopacy, combines firmness and 
determination with abundant tact nnd 
common sense, and has managed to In- 
stitute a number of rery practical re- 
forms . in his archdiocese of Venice 
without giving offense either to tbe cler- 
gy or to the l:\lty. He avoids all news- 
paper notoriety. Indeed, his name Is 
rarely mentioned in the press. He has 
always understood how to maintain 
an agreeable yet dignified modus vl- 
vendi with tho Italian authorities, 
from whom he derives his stipend, and 
has shown his enlightenment by the 
vigorous campaign which he has car- 
ried on against the veneration of relics 
of questionable authenticity.

PUNISHMENT DEMANDED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 10.—The 


czar IMS demanded the exemplary pun- 
ishment not only of the murderer of the 
•Kussian consul at Monastir 
who was 


killed last week by Turkish gendarmes 
but of all the military and civil officials 
in anyway responsible for the crime. 


The assassination of the Russian con- 


sul at Monastir, M. Bostkovski—the sec- 
ond murder of a Russian consular official 
in Macedonia within a few months—has 
created intense indignation here. In re- 
porting the occurrence to the foreign 
office this Russian ambassador at Con- 
stantinople telegraphed August S: 


The Kussian consul at Monastir has 


fallen the victim of an atrocious crime; 
The Grand Vizier and the Turkish for- 
eign minister have come to me with ex- 
pressions'of regret in the name of the 
sultan. Fend Pasha, the gritnd vizier, 
informed me that the assassin was a 
gendarme named Halim, arid that ho 
will be subjected to the severest punish- 
ment, and the Vuli-of Monastir will be 
removed from his post. 


In reply Count Lamsdorff, the foreign 


minister, telegraphed to the ambassador 
Augrust 0: 


His majesty has received a telegram 


from tho sultan expressing his deep re- 
gret at the death of the Russian consul 
^at Monastir. When I submitted your 
telegram to the emperor 
hi= majesty 


gave orders .that you should not confine 
yourself to-receiving explanations from 
the grand vizier but should make the 
'most energetic demands on the Turkish 
government for full satisfaction and im- 
mediate punishment of 
the murderer 


and of all military and civil officials on 
whom responsibility for the audacious 
crime may fall. 


According to the report made by tho 


official now in charge of the Russian con- 
sulate at Monastir the murderer is a 
gendarme. The consul asked fiis name, 
because, in defiance of instructions tha 
gendarme did not salute* him. The gen- 
darme 
thereupon fired several shots, 


mortally 
wounding the consul in 
the 


head and hip.' The horse drawing the 
carriage in which the consul wns riding 
received two bullets and shots were also 
fired at the coachman. 
CALLED SLAYER "PIG OF TURK."

consul at Monastir M. Bostkovski abus- 
ed the Turkish gendarme who was doing 
sentry duty lor not saluting him and 
called him a "Pig of a Turk."

The 
latter raised his cane and struck the 'ser- 
geant.

murder of the Biissian consul M. Rost- 
kovski, has caused intense "excitement 
here and ia'the sole topic of conversa- 
tion in the streets, cafes ond press re- 
ports.

52 soldiers, dynamited and burned the 
government building and then hoisted 
on a. hill overlooking the town a red 
flag bearing on one side a lion with the 
inscription "Death or liberty,' and otf 
the other the words, "Courage, Breth- 
ren." The rebels were still in possession 
of the town when the letters were sent 
off-Practically 'the whole country north 
of Monastir is in revolt. The Turkish 
official reports state that fresh bands of 
revolutionists * in considerable number 
have crossed the frontier from Bulgaria 
during the last few days. The local 
Bulgarian officiafs, 
however, deny this 


and declare the strictest watch is being, 
kept alo;hg' t.he frontier.

He reversed his. engine but 


the momentum of the train behind was 
too great and with a crash that arous- 
ed all of the town near the yards, the 
two trains mc't. Three cars of the sta- 
tionary first section were telescoped nriu 
the engine and five cars of the following 
train were demolished. . The rear car of 
the first section was a caboose in which 
tho trainmen were sleeping and the next 
two were filled wi'tli sleeping circus em- 
ployes. Tbo, greatest loss of 'life waa in 
the caboose. 
ELEPHANT AND CAMEL KILLED. 
One of tho wrecked ears of the second 


Motion was occupied by five elephants 
and several camels. One of the elephants 


\rnnd two camels were 
killed1 outright, 


white the other animals and their train- 


ers escaped. With the exception of this 
car none of the animals were killed as 
the other demolished cars contained can- 
vas or wagons, and there was compara- 
tively little excitement among the wild 
animals. 
As soon as 
they 
recovered 


from the first shock, the trainers rushed 
among the cages quie'ting the few beasts 
that were excited. The elephants in the 
wrecked car behaved 
with 
surprising 


calmness, and were led out of the wreck 
without trouble. 


A HORRIFYING SPECTACLE. 


The escaping steam and screams and 


cries of those pinned in the wreck 'made 
a horrifying spectacle in. the gray early 
morning, when 'the trainmen in the yards 
and the aroused town people first reached 
the scene. Many feared that some of 
the menagerie had escaped as-some of 
the animais could be lieard crying-. The 
fire whistle was 
immediately 
,_ sounded 


and the whole town was aroused. 
The 


rescuers could see unfortunates through 
the 'tangled wreckage and went to work 
without waiting for tools to extricate 
ihem. 


A wrecking crew is kept in the yards 


here and it was on the scene in a few 
minutes bringing tools and equipment in 
plenty.

HOTEL' TURNED 
INTO 
HOSPITAL. 


All the physicians and trained nurses 


in town were sent for and those in near- 
by places were rushed to the scene on 
handcars. The hotel Richlien was con- 
verted into a temporary 
hospital 
and 


scores of volunteers with stretchers were 
in readiness 'to carry the injured there 


fast as the rescuers could extricate 


them. The dead, ma.ny of them so man- ' 
gled that identification seemed impossiT 
>le, were lad -on the greensward a short 
distance from the scene. By 8 o'clock ci 
corps of twelve physicians was operat- 
ing on the injured and 
dressing 
their 


ounds in the temporary hospital. Four 


of tli£ injured died at the hospital before 
8:30 o'clock. When the wrecking train 
crews had finished pulling to pieces the 
tangled and broken cars, seventeen dead 
men were lying" on the grass awaiting 
removal to 'the morgue. A majority of 
them were killed while asleep. The cir- 
cus performers were on the rear of tho 
second train and escaped injury. Wal- 
lace Brothers say that their loss will be 
heavy, but have yet given no estimate of 
it. 
This is the second wreck tha't the 


Wallace shows have suffered within a 
month. 


AIR BRAKES 
AT FAULT. 


Engineer Bropst, Fireman Colter and 


Headbrakeinan Benedict who was also 
on the engine of -the second section all 
agree that if the brakes had worked as 
tliey ought to have when the engineer 
tried to use them there would have been 
no collision. 
'] 


Fireman Colter and Brakemnn Bene- 


dict when they saw that a collision conld 
not be averted jumped. Engineer Bropst 
remained atr his post, vainly trying to 
get the brakes to work until his train 
was .within less than a 100 feet of train 
number one. Then he too jumped when 
death was imminent. He was of course 


liakcn up >as was the fireman und brake- 


man, 
but not badly. None of the crews 


of either train were hurt. At the time 
the crash occurred train number two was 
running probably fifteen miles an hour. 


General Manager F. H. McGuigan of 


the Grand Trunk system was 
on - his 


way from Chicago to Montreal and arriv- 
ed at the scene on a passenger train at 
7 a. m. He immediately took charge of 
the work of clearing the track and ear- 
ing for the injured and dea<l. 


All the available drays and express 


wagons'were used for ambulances. The 
dining room of -the hotel Rich lien was 
used as an operating room by the sur- 
geons. A score of 'wives and daughters 
of the rescuers volunteered as 
nurses 


and worked with 'the surgeons all the 
morning. More than twenty of the in- 
jured wore pinned down in the wreckage 
so that they hadi to be. chopped and 
pried out.- Their groans and cries were 
pitiful and spurred the wreckers on to 
redoubled efforts. / It was late- in the 
morning before all had been .extricated 
and removed to the hospital. All of the 
anima! ears were unloaded and the cages" 
removed to neighboring fields. 


Fifteen of tha injured 
were, placed 


aboard a special train at noon and will 
be 'taken to Harper hospital, in Detroit, 
for treatment. The circus people have 
pitched their tents and camped near the 
scene of the wreck. 


OFFICIAL P.EPORT OF ACCIDENT. 
'The official, report on the accident is- 


sued this afternoon by 
Supt. W. G. 


Brownlee, says: 


"The proper danger signals were dis- 


played by the brakeman of the first sec- 
tion, (who had been sent back three- 
quarters of a mile) lantern, fuses and 
torpedoes. The engineer of the second 
section ansjvered the signals and claims 
to have made application of the air 
brakes but found that the train was not 
charged with air and was unable to stop, 
colliding with the rear end of the first 
section. 


Engineer Propst states that his air 


brake worked all right at Lansing where 
he took water and that he had ^""occa- 
sion to use it again until he was flagged 
west of Durand, where lie found that the 
train was not charged with air. The 
ftve sleepers in the rear of the second 
section were found1 standing about two 
coach lengths from-the end of the train 
after the accident -\vith the draw heads 
in one of the cars jammed in, indicating 
that it had been broken apart before the 
accident and rebounded when the train 
stopped, which is evidence 
that 
tho 


brakes were not applied. -'The air brakes 
'n the train have since been tested aud 
found to be in perfect condition.

A CONVICTS PLOT COMES TO LIGHT 


Shooting of Keeper at Klmljra Reformatory 


Reveals Conspiracy to Kill - 


Superintendent. 


ELMIRA, N. Y., Aug. 7.—There is 


every indication that the 
shooting of 


James H. Gundcrnmn, keeper ol the El- 
mira Reformatory by Brooks a convict 
from JTew York at that institution Wed- 
nesday, caine about through the miscar- 
riage of .a'convict's plan to assassinate 
the general superintendent Frank Bob; 
prison, and his assistant McDonald. 


The investigation has unearthed 
an 


elaborate plot. One naonth ago the store- 
room of the reformatory was robbed dur- 
ing lunch hour. Many weapons were 
stolen and since then the officials of -the 
reformatory have lived a, life of terror, 
knowing .the stolen articles were in the 
hands of the inmates. 


Tins, strain was beginning to tell on the 


officers and 
superintendent, Hpbertson 


was on the verge of breaking down when 
Brooks shot 
anil 
seriously 
wounded 


Gundernxin and the plot was unearthed. 
Under pressure Brooks made <v' confes- 
sion .'that the weapons were stolen by the 
inmates and hidden in a brick pile pre- 
paratory to future use. Supt. Robertson' 
was expected ovit in the yard In the af- 
ternoon and he was to be shot at a given 
signal and the other officials ansaulted. 
The conspirators are now in solitary con- 
finement. 


About 11 o'clock last night the Racine 


police were notified by the Milwaukee 
police to look lip Miss Kittic Reynolds, 
aged 13, and Alexander Williamson, said 
to be a member of a gyp3? band; that 
the girlhad been kidnaped from a point 
near Waukesha and taken by the band 
toward Racine and might be found here. 


Desk Sergeant Martin Johnson ascer- 


tained that a party was camped a few 
miles south -of the city. Boarding the 
last south bound car he and others were 
soon at the camp. The girl and Wil- 
liamson were found there, also the fath- 
er, mother and three brothers of Wil- 
liamson, who are Scotch people and not 
gypsies, but peddlers of Shetland ponies 
and travel through the country in that 
business. 


When the girl and young man were in- 


formed what they were wanted for, they 
said that they were married, that they 
had been married at 10 o'clock that 
morning by Justice William Zuerncr, of 
the Tenth ward, Milwaukee, having re- 
ceived a special dispensation from the 
judge. 


Naturally there was some excitement 


in the camp, but the couple were willing 
to accompany the officer to the police 
office, walking in, as 
the last north 


bound car had passed. 


At the police office they produced a 


marriage certificate showing tnat they 
had been married all right. The girl ad- 
mitted that her father and mother did 
not know she was going to be married, 
bxit that other relatives were apprised 
of the fact. She und Mr. Williamson 
Iwid known each other about one year, 
having first met at Watertown, 
Wis. 


They corresponded and during the early 
part of this week met at Waukesha, or 
near there and determined'-to get mar- 
ried. They went to Milwaukee Wed- 
nesday and that night lodged 
at 
the 


Kirby House. Yesterday morning they 
sought the .justice, got a dispensation, 
were married and joined the Williamson 
family and came on south. 


The girl admits that she is only 13 


years old; also that she represented to 
the justice that siie was IS years old, 
and she certainly looks that age. Wil- 
liamson said that lie was 23 years old 
and so told the justice, b\\t claims that 
ho had no way of telling how old the 
girl was, and made no representations 
I'D that direction. 


Both Alexander and his bride appear- 


ed to be happy and said they were de- 
termined to remain together. Both em- 
phatically denied that they were gyp- 
sies, or even had a drop of gypsy blood 
in their veins. The girl said her moth- 
er's name was Mrs. Winifield Reynolds 
and that they had lived for a long time 
on Lincoln avenue, Milwaukee. 


The father of Williamson was also 


anxious to deny that he was a gypsy; 
wanted it known that ho was a Scotch- 
man 
and his business was 
traveling 


through the country, buying and selling 
Shetland ponies, a business he had been 
engaged in for many years. The mar- 
rihge of his son to the girl he. seemed to 
believe was all right, as did his wife. 


The young couple remained ia the po- 


lice office the remainder of the night. 
This morning the father, mother and 
brothers of Williamson were on hand 
early and the girl wife wtis permitted to 
go out with her mother-in-law for a 
stroll and to buy something to eat. 


She'is a dark complexioned girl, large 


for her age and does not seem to mind 
the notoriety she has gained. She was 
anxious to meet her mother and 
the 


opinion prevailed that there would be 
forgivenncss, etc. 


Up to 8 o'clock this morning the offl 


cers had lieard nothing from the Mil- 
waukee police, although 
notified last 


night to hold the couple until her par- 
ents arrived. 


The child bride is a comely lass and 


at the time of her being" taken in eliarge 
of by the police, wore" a blnck broad- 
cloth skirt -witti a long train, a white 
lawn waist, a tan colored jacket with a 
fur trimmed collar, a black hat trimmed 
with chiffon of the same color. She also 
wore a vari-colored shawl. On her hands 
were several rings, and on her wrists 
bracelets, while a 'pair of golden car- 
rings adorned her cars. , She appeared 
to be a girl of rather romantic disposi- 
tion and said that she ran away from 
home because Uer parents would not al- 
low her to marry the man she loved. 
Later she said, "I married Alex of my 
own free will and love him better than 
I do my home. Of course I do feel sorry 
for.jny mother and would like very much 
to see and talk to her and try.to con- 
vince her that I did.what was right. ] 
like this nomadic life in the .summer 
time. No, I'm not at all sorry that 1 
married Alex, but if I had known that 


we would be routed out of our beds in 
the middle of the night by the police 
and. walked to' the station. I wouldn't 
care much about being married again. 


"No, my father is not a millionaire, 


not that I know of, for I never liad.his 
pocketbook. However, he is well fixed 
and has been-in the horse trading busi- 
ness for about 30 years. There are elev- 
en children in our family and three of 
them 
boys. Two of my sisters 
ran 


away ajid were married younger than I 
IVES and the last" ore just a year back 
from the day on which I was married. 
At one time when my mother and I had 
a little quarrel she said that she would 
be glad when I was out of the house. 
Now she has a chance to see how it is." 


Her.husband is a brawny young Scot 


and looks to be fully able to take care 
of a wife. He has traveled all over the 
United States,- Canada and Europe dur- 
ing his 23 years on earth. He stated 
that --he was on the road 
about five 


months in the year and spent the win- 
ters in New York, Philadelphia, Boston 
and other large eastern cities. 


There are about a dozen people in the 


camp and they are all members of the 
family. Among them is Mr. Williamson, 
Sr.'s mother, aged 75 years, who has 
been in this country but a! couple or 
months, having come over from Scot- 
land. 


Chief of Police Pfister held the couple 


at 'the police office until 9 o'clock. He 
was not able to learn anything from the 
parents of the girl, the Milwaukee police 
:ailing to locate them, the impression 
jeing that the father js a horse trader 
and on 'the road somewhere. Under the 
conditions the police came to the conclus- 
on they had no right to longer hold the 
pair and permitted them to return to 
camp south of the city, where they state 
they will remain for a few days. Should 
the father and mother of the girl be lo- 
cated and come here, they will find their 
daughter and husband at the' William- 
son camn.

The late lynchings have 
called 
for 


considerable indignant comment but all 
the comment, much of it exceedingly to 
the point 'has not succeeded in bringing 
aboii't one single case of punishment of a 
lyneher. Our public outrages of all law 
undoubtedly had a great deal to do with 
the moral force of the proposed pro- 
test to Russia against the horrors of a 
KishineiT massacre. It is very likely the 
president might have 
forwarded 
'that 


protest had it not been for the unques- 
tioned truth, our own national shoulders 
•were weakened by our sorry disregard 
of the law as exhibited in these lynch- 
ings and in numbers of cases by exam- 
ples of brutality and savagery in burn- 
ing at the stake accompanied with addi- 
tional horrors. 


These tortures have, led to the sup- 


position that brutality is not found in 
nry one nation, that even in the land 
of the free and that sort of thing, couM 
be found and have been found displays 
of rare savagery that should deprive us 
of our tendency to plume ourselves upon 
our high civilization and freedom of the 
individual. 
One 
prominent 
eastern 


weekly is moved to comment as follows: 


"When our soldiers were accused of 


torture in the Philippines, many of us 
took the simple ground that degraded 
cruelty was inconceivable in our enlight- 
ened, liberty-loving race. Later came 
explanations o» . the few 
eases 
which 


seemed undoubted. Tropic heat made 
men crazy. The foe's barbarity infected 
our soldiers. We accepted these things, 
and clung to our belief in human nature 
and American decency. What is going 
on throughout our country now is a 
harder test of faith. Please heaven, we 
shall continue to believe, but it will be 
a task. We have no palliation to make 
it easier. 
Chivalric' feeling for woman 


is no longer the excuse. Sectional as- 
pects arc disappearing. Even nice ha- 
tred, which irf a genuine explanation of 
the milder Russian cruelty, promises soon 
to be lost here in the one true cause—• 
the love of bestial excitement. Burning 
a man is so much more thrilling than 
boyish sport like stoning a dog or pull- 
ing legs find wings from1 an insect that 
if the supply of blacks runs out we fear 
it will be necessary to use the whites." 


It heads its subject "The New Thrill" 


and it.is well chosen. The sooner this 
new thrill becomes 
extinct, 
banished, 


the better it will be. Let us have the 
freedom of the individual restored, the 
sanctity of the law made uppermost, and 
our courts; temples of justice aa 
in- 


deed they ought to be, and will be. when 
the eommimities have by their advance- 
ment brought about that obedience to 
the law, that ought to prevail every- 
where.

His own 
record is so perfectly clean, he is desir- 
ous all other government officials sliaill 
be equally clean and it is for this purpose 
ho has by written word advised his at- 
torney general to get busy in investigat- 
ing into things. There would naturally 
be more or leas loose methods and even 
crookedness developed with time where so 
many thousands of people are employed 
and where so much authority is neces- 
sarily left with the heads of "bureaus ^n 
departments, a-nd it is just this that is 
now being purged out. But there are no 
defalcations at all in the sonse defalca- 
tions were known in the years gone by. 
In the days before the war, these rob- 
beries of the public funds were frequent 
and they were not committed under Re- 
publican administrations. Frauds to the 
amount of millions of dollars occurred, 
and now that ofEiTinls have been detect- 
ed in appropriating 
commissions 
not 


rightfully theirs, paying out for supplies 
more than they had business to, utili/ing 
their positions:for private gain, there is 
loudness of complaints, wnd much indig- 
nant protestations. There has boon some 
skulduggery practiced it may as well be 
admitted and aB such has got 'to go, for

well as to politics, there-certainly would 
be no political campaigns for there would 
•be no need of any. 
Such men as Mr. 


Bryan insist they are true to 
their 


ideals, but ideals of a high sense of 
w-hat is right, of what is moral, of that 
nobility of character which make ,men 
lovable is one thing,andaniueal of some 
species of political affirmation declining 
to accept any light whatever, or exper- 
iences of other men and countries, of an 
^irrevocable attitude against any changes 
whatever, is quite another. Nations 
would never progress with citizens of the 
pigheadedness of men like Bryan or the 
breezy self asscrtivcncss of some of our 
public men.flatly declining to permit any 
possible difference' of opinion on the part 
of others—these sort of ideals are de- 
structive ideals and not 'to be imitated. 


There could bcnopossihlefldvance nor 


any recovery from serioiK error. There 
would be no need of campaigns of educa- 
tion, for not only would it be useless, 
but these high ideal men would them- 
selves bo guilty of immoral conduct in 
endeavoring to wean other men 
from 


that idealness of ideas, so asserted by 
Mr. Bryan to be his religion.

The' government has very properly ob- 


jected to a lottery scheme of an Oklaho- 
ma company which were disposing of lots 
by means of a drawing. 
This lottery 


land company had disposed o't nearly 
$100,000 worth .of Jots at a. place called 
Apalaehia by selling chances in a draw-, 
ing, and were proceeding to get up an- 
other to be pulled off this month, The 
government has held up the mail on the 
ground it is a lottery. Now why don't 
Postmaster General Payne call off for 
once and all the lottery-guessing con- 
testa being advertised in a number of 
papers. There may be no more 
.fraud 


than there was or is in this Oklahoma 
land lottery affair, but fraud or not, 
it. comes within the prohibition of the 
law in the anti-lottery provisions. How 
does any one know if there is fraud, and 
if he even is sure there isn't any, what 
is to prevent people from starting up in 
business in this manner of running guess- 
ing contests and swindling people. If the 
present ones are fair, if permitted 
to 


exist, in the nature of things confidence 
men will soon be getting up these af- 
fairs 'to do up the people. Let, us have 
an'end of all these alleged fnir minded 
guessing contests and lottery contests 
of any nature or in any guise. 
Could 


it be asked if there are pulls in connec- 
tion with present existing guessing con- 
tests. 


A NATURAL rOTE FOOD 
A question )nny come up in connec- 


tion with the enforcement of a pure food 
law or of the present law which au- 
thorizes the treasury department' to re- 
fuse entry into this country of any pro- 
ducts declared adulterated by the agri- 
cultural bureau, that 
possibly 
might 


make trouble. This point is that where 
the result of investigations of the bureau 
disclose certain food preservatives are 
not harmful as borax was so found, will 
foods so adulterated be barred. 
But it 


should be understood that the law of 
the last session does not prevent Ameri- 
can manufacturers 
from 
importing, as 


desired, ingredients for mixing and adul- 
terating, though it docs forbid the mis- 
branding of products in packages 
or 


false labeling. 
All products made up 


from imported foods must show the coun- 
try of origin and must be labeled cor-' 
reetly. An opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral says': 


"Indeed, tho greater and more prev- 


alent evil is the labeling of a foreign ar- 
ticle, as the product of some particular 
State or territory, or vice versa. This 
is certaindy forbidden by'the act referr- 
ed to <is is the labeling of an article of 
one state or territory as being the pro'- 
duct of- another. 
I am of the opinion 


the act of July l,,ifK)2, applies to articles 
imported from foreign countries which 
are labeled as being domestic origin." 


I'E.the law as now existing can be en- 


forced and the agricultural bureau will 
certainly 'do their best to enforce' ft, the 
•people will be better 
protected 
from 


ndufterated foods than ever before in our 
historj; 
' 
• 


TRADE WITH OliU POSSESSIONS. 
The coming session of congress should 


look after this matter of tariff between 
the Shites and their possessions, to put 
it this way. Many who at first held the 
full tariff should exist between .the Phil- 
ippines and the United States have 
ihanged'their minds and 
now ,believe 


there should be free trade so far as com- 
merce is [concerned between the islanders 
and the states. Porto Rico and Hawaii 
have free trade, and it is being now con- 
cluded so should the Philippines 
have 


free trade. .-This of course may be op- 
posed 'to the policy of protection and. as 
such be opposed in congress, font the 
sense of justice and the policy of com- 
mercial freedom between islands 
and 


rooiher eoimtry may be uppermost. These 
things should.have been -thought of more 
at the time we took .formaJ possession 
of thi# foreign territory, for it appears 
rather strange under our institutions 
and whole policy of relations with out- 
side possessions, that we should give two 
islands free trade and to another charge 
within twenty-five per cent of the full 
tariff. But if the feeling is strongest 
free trade, should not exist between is- 
land and home government, to encourage 
that trade, assuming rightly belongs to 
us, we might at least reduce the tariff 
rates to a quarter, to say the least, of 
the full amount.

It .will be 
noticed that we Sell to the Canadians 
more -than twice ,as much as we buy 
from them, and that the growth in ex- 
ports during the last ten years has been 
much greater thao the growth in im- 
ports. 


"Stated in the order of value our prin- 


cipal imports from British North Ameri- 
ca were manufacturers of iron 
and 


steel, coal, breadstuff's, raw cotton, man- 
ufactures of cotton, agricultural imple- 
ments, chemicals, lumber and manufact- 
urers of wood." 


AS TO GOVERNOR WOOD.

concerned in the coming fight over the 
promotion of Governor Wo'od which will 
come up in the..senate over his'confirma-'i 
tion. While it is alleged the fight against 
him is a political one, that is the friends 
of Wood claim those opposing him are 
Democrats and opponents of the presi- 
dent,, that does not make it so by any 
means. The public at 
large 
believe 


United States senators should not have 
their motives impugned, and if some of 
them for sufficient reasons satisfactory 
to themselves oppose the advancement of 
some particular-person, it will be no ar- 
gument to stigmatize them as ndn Re- 
publicans and disbelievers in the presi- 
dent. General Wood nmde a good official 
as governor of Cuba, but still, his ad- 
ministration of affairs there, does not 
justify those washing to 
advance him 


much higher in denouncing such senators 
and others who hold a contrary opinion. 
There isj altogether too much of 
this 


sort of business now going on, especially 
in this state, and the friends of Governor 
Wood or General Wood will do well not 
to impugn the Republicanism of any one 
who differs in this matter.

The 
company did not cash in, but claiming a 
mistake nad been made in printing the 
numbers, repudiated the drawing so far 
as paying the winners was concerned.

The insurance rates now enforced in 


Wisconsin are 'too high and have been 
regarded as such for some time. The 
raise in rates of the past few years are 
by the latest returns of the companies 
on' file* at Washington, unjustifiable, and 
it must be conceded that where the in- 
come of the companies have exceeded 
two and a half times the losses in a 
year of. unusually heavy fire losses, that 
patrons should not be so severely taxed. 
These rates are made by insurance boards 
and have as a rule been regarded by the 
people as different from the usual run 
of trusts, because of the presumed neces- 
sity for unquestioned solidity in case of 
the payment of fire losses. But if these 
insurance boards are to 
misuse 
their 


powers they are apt to forfeit the toler- 
<ince with which people have hitherto 
treated sueh. 


A,n Illinois supreme court decision is 


to the effect that the sidewalks belong 
to tho, people. That they are entitled 
to the full measure as originally Inid out, 
nnd this measure is not to be curtailed 
i'n any manner by' the building out of 
bay windows or occupation of other im- 
pediments.

"Lagrande Thcrese" who has promise'! to 
produce at this trial the mysterious mil- 
lionaire Crawford, on whom she based 
1icr story of an inheritance of $20,000,000 
which she put forward as the security 
lor the loans she obtained amounting to 
•bout $10,000,000. 


TEIAL MADE A HOLIDAY. 
; 


The Pafais De Justice was early this 


morning surrounded by large crowds ea- 
ger to gain admittance to the court 
room. A heavy force of municipal guards 
preserved order, many excxirsions com- 
ing from distant points, the railroads 
treating the trial as they would a na- 
tional holiday. 
One of the excursions 


came from Nchin, which was the consti- 
tuency that Frederick Humbert 
repre- 


sented in the chamber of deputies and 
•where was located the famous Humbert 
chateau with its parks, lakes, yachts and 
a fleet of gondolas. 


Of the thousands who c'ame on this 


mission only a few hundred of the high- 
ly favored gained an entrance 
to 
the 


court. Coquelin, tho celebrated 
actor, 


was among the throng of artists, actors 
apd authors seeking admission and when 
lie was turned back he remarked that 
the trial would be "one of the greatest 
dramas ever enacted." The scene within 
the court room recalled the tense days 
of the Dreyfus and Zoln, trials. 


COURT ROOM SCENES. 


The court room is comparatively small 


and pannelled giving it .a. •sombre hue. 
The judges formed a high semi-circle at 
the further end. The presiding jiulge, 
Ga-ston Bonnet occupied the center of the 
Demi-circle, his associates .being Judges 
Monier Plateau,-Pignard and T3u Sort. 


Bonnet is a. man of middle age arid 


bears an expression of benignity but has 
a reputation of inflexible strength. The 
judges were robed in silk gowns and vel- 
vet caps which they removed j as they 
ascended the platform. Within a reserved 
inelosiire were the leading members of 
the bench and bar in black silk gowns 
and wearing stiff white neckcloths. To 


. the rear was the small public area each 


seat bearing the name of its distinguish- 
ed occupant. 
The audience included di- 


plomats, academicians and members of 
the legion of honor. Many women were 
present, their rich, gay gowns contrast- 
ing with the gravity of their surround- 
ings. Many of the women carried dain- 
ty luncheon bugs evidently expecting to 
spend 'the day in court. 


To the right of the judges was the 


prisoners dock raised four feet above the 
level of the room and bringing the pris- 
oners faces against the dark background. 
They were brought from the. prison of 
the Conciergerie through a subterranean 
passageway leading to the court room. 


BEARING OF PRISONERS. 


As they entered, every eye was strain

towards 
them. Thercse Humbert 


came first then her husband Frederick 
followed by her brothers Emile 'and Ro- 
main D1 Aurignac. Mme Humbert's face 
was pale from her long confinement. Her 
whole bearing as she coldly surveyed the 
spectators indicated scorn and defiance. 
She wore a. becoming steel gown and 
dainty round hat, bearing a cut steel or- 
iiament and a. cluster of white 
roses. 


Frederick Humbert was the picture of 
a crushed and miserable man. He bore a 
haggard expression showing more despair 
than defiance.

Emile D' Aurignac has 
grown thin and cadaverous looking but 
his brother Romain is still looking the 
type of the sleek promoter. 


Mme Humbert had a whispered confer-

043 North Clark street, foreman' in the 
cornice factory of E. A. Kysdon & Co., 
Forty-first and Waller 'streets, ^hot and 
killed a union cornice-maker named 
Michael Sweeney at 5 o'clock last even- 
ing, in Halsted street, near West Mon- 
roe. 


Weller was attacked by four men, who 


aro believed by the police to have borne 
a grudge against him for remaining at 
work while most of his former fellow 
employes had gone on a strike. Wcller, 
being foreman of the plant, had repeat- 
edly explained to his critics that-he halct 
himself exempt from this rule, and .of 
laic it is declared threats had been made. 


At any rate, Weller saw lit to carry 


a revolver. He, with other workmen, 
had been laboring on a school house in 
Monroe street, near Halsted. This was 
known to Welter's enemies, and it is sup- 
posed'tc was carefully watched. Sever- 
al tima police had been stationed near 
the school house at Welter's' suggestion, 
tut last evening by chance no officers 
•mere there. 


Weller had started home., and as he 


'turned into Halstcd street he was at- 
tacked by, the four men. The assault 
.vrajs gudden and. ferocious. 
Fists and 


feet were iised, and Weller was being 
roughly handled when he decided to run 
into a restaurant at 08 Halsted street. 
Ho plunged for the door, but the'screen 
swings opened the wrong way, and he 
was held at bay. 


It is said that Sweeney, at this junc- 


ture jumped forward to again seize hold 
of Weller. Wcller hastily drew a re- 
volver and fired three shots. 


DORSEY MAKES ATTACK. 


Sweeney 
fell with a groan, and a 


friend, Daniel Dorsey, 
155 Hastings 


street, seized hold of Wcller and tried 
to wrest the revolver from him. Sween- 
ey was dying, and on being removed to 
the county hospital lived but an hour. 
The fatal bullet had pierced his nock 
oofl deflected upward. Dorsey was plac- 
ed under arrest, but denied implication 
in the attack. 


Lieutenant Max Danncr of the West 


• North avenue station and Detective Dan- 
iel I3urns of Central station were close 
to the scene of the assault and matle the 
'arrests. Weller made no effort to es- 
cape, and his story impressed inspector 
Wheeler favorably. He declared he did 
. not know his assailants, but he was sure, 
be said, that the attack was instigated 
by the strikers. •• Dorsey admitted that 
he waai a metal worker, but explained 
his connection with the. assailing party 
by saying he saw Weller draw the pistol 
and- had leaped forward at that time 
simply to prevent him using it, 


DORSET'S FORMER RKCORD. 


When arrested Dorsey was seen try- 


ing to wipe, away spots of blood on his 
left hand. At the Desplaincs street sta- 
tion he was recognised 
by 
Inspector 


Wheeler, who declared Dorsoy had been 
arrested eight years ago for murder, but 
had escaped serious punishment. The 
inspector said he was inclined to believe: 
Dorsey was one of the original four to 
leap upon Wcller. Detectives wore im- 
mediately detailed to look for the two 
men who escaped. Wcller was much af- 
fected when told that Sweeney btul died. 


"A number of workmen employed by 


the Rysdon company have been attacked 
by strike sympathizers," Weller told the 
inspector. ''I bad been followed on sev- 
eral occasions, and knew that trouble:

N April, 1902, when the late Pope, 


Leo XIII. was in practically per- 
fecl; health and "there was no 
probability'that his .brilliant reign 


would be so soon cuttehort by the grim 
reaper, the ppntW remarked in a seri- 
ous conversation with Father Perosi, 
the, Italian priest whose musical com- 
positions have made him, famous the 
World over, ttmt he ,was convinced that 
hie successor would be Cardinal Snrto, 
the patriarch of Venice. 
When the 


recent, conclave went into session there 
seemed Jittle probability that Leo's 
prophecy ;wpuld be fulfilled, for Ram- 
polla-seemed to have an almost com- 
manding; lead arn'ong the. members of 
the college, of cardinals, -With Qrejjlia, 
Gjotti and Seraflnq VannntelH aa strong 
possibilities, 
Besiden these, there were 


several others) who were thought to be 
likely' candidates In case the rivalry 
among the leaders should become so 
Intense as to make the election of any 
one of them impossible. But Sarto's 
name was (scarcely mentioned except 
among th'e most reverent who remem- 
bered the .prediction of Pope Leo and 
those who were mindful of the popu- 
larity in the Catholic church of Csu'di- 
'na) Sarto, which by many was regard- 
ed as being second not even to 
that of Leo himself. Cardinal Sarto, 
now Pope Pins X., evidently did not 
seriously consider himself as one of the 
pnpabili, for the evening before his 
election he declared, ,in 'speaking to a 
friend who had suggested' that lie

. Cardinal Snrto was not "discOTei'ed" 
until he had reached middle age. .' He 
was a parish priest in'the prpVince of 
Venice;lor the most of his ye'firsland 
flnally became a bishop. Hie high ex- 
ecutive qualities .and unexcelled learn- 
ing became known soon after bit ele- 
vation and were recognized by the au* 
thprities of the. church. It was not 
until 1893 that he was created a cardt 
nal, at which time he-was also named 
as patriarch of Venice.

paper concerning Cardinal Sarto and 
the papacy: 


"It i« Cardinal Onlieppe Surto, the 


patriarch of Venice, the friend and 
patron of Abbe Peroel, the composer, 
who Is at the present moment regards 
ed not only throughput Italy, but like- 
wise in the principal capital! of Eu- 
rope, as dostined to become the n«rt 
pope. '80 little baa been .beard of him 
until "now in connection "Frith the papal 
succession''that he may be regarded In 
the light of a dark borge in the face, 
which is perhaps due to the fact that 
be rarely goes to Borne, that he bas 
never been a resident of the Eternal 
City, and that from the time of hit be- 
ing appointed vicar genera! of the dio- 
cese of Trevlso until now he has heU 
steadily aloof from all the project* of 
the curia.

But the vraex- 
pectetj has happened, and Leo's pre- 
diction baa been

Sarto is Pope Pius X., and the 
Catholic church is satisfied t!iat the 
progress made during" the reign of 
Leo XIII. is to be continued and per- 
haps amplified under .the administra- 
tion of the present pontiff. 


Pope Leo's prediction was considered 


remarkable by reason of the fact that 
because of Sarto's position with refer- 
ence to a modus vlvendi between the 
church and the state he seemed to be 
on that Important point directly op- 
posed to Leo.: For instance, Cardinal 
Sarto publicly announced his jpy when 
there were strong probabilities of a 
union between church and state, and 
his accession to the pontificate'has long 
been regarded in certain quarters as 
the solution of the Roman problem so 
long, unsolved • and so long a cause of 
dissension over all Italy, to say nothing 
of its bearing upon the attitude of oth- 
er Catholic countries, Cardinal Sarto 
is noted.for his prudence,,having never 
meddled with politics, and for extreme 
Independence. He is also a, patron of 
the arts, and launche* Father Lorenzo 
Perosi, the celebrated priest coinposer. 


The cardinal is recognized aa one of 


the most learned men in the church, 
He is a stinkier for the exaotlfrntb: as 
between the church and the people; and. 
won much renown soine years ago by.' 
de'stroytng certain relics of 'doubtful1 
authenticity. 
He brings to his high' 


office a character of. roost attractive, 
modesty, uniwial enejjgy in ,the direc- 
tion of matters large and,small, the 
talents of a fine administrative officer 
find the first qualities of. an organtzerV 
In addition to bis abilities and bis un- 
doubted Christian character, the car- 
dinal Is, from the sweetness of hl» 


more than a year before he publicly de- 
rlared for a union between church and 
stnte, speaking In no uncertain way. 
His utterances created a great sensa- 
tion, nnd it was felt that he might have 
offended the holy father by the fervor 
of his words. Apparently he received 
the silent approbation-of the pope, in 
whose •estimation1 he'ever held a firm 
place. 


It was aaid at the time that Cardinal 


Sarto' made his public annorincdment 
that the Austrian and Prussian ambas- 
sadors at the Vatican were endeavor-- 
Ing to Induce the papal authorities to 
agree to a modus Vivendi. Emperor 
Francis Joseph is reported to have 
written several letters to the pope with 
this.end in view, and Emperor"William 
of Germany "is said to hove been equal- 
ly anxious to bring about an under- 
standing between the Vatican and the, 
Italian government. 


For more tlianj»|)ree decades u gulf 


has yawned -be|jlften the rival palaces 
of king arid pope, a gulf material and 
political. For thirty-five years—since 
tiae Italians battered down the massive 
walls near the old Porta ;Pia—earnest 
men and noble women of nil parties 
have been; dreaming and hoping .that 
the mighty breach between victors and 
vanquished might in some way be 
closed.

It was said cf Pope Leo that in 1878, 


when, he 'ha'd Just succeeded Pope Plus 
IX,, he longed for some amicable 'ar- 
rangement witii the Italians, but if 
he did reasons of state outweighed his 
private wish.

It ;is strange that whila .Sarto was 


never seriously considered by the pub- 
lic at .large-or,by the ordinary press 
correspondent* as a papal probability, 


leaning toward statecraft than toward 
the administrative and doctrinal daties 
of his office at Home. Many persona 
declare that it is imperative that the 
next pontiff should be a prelate who 
would devote h.is entire energies to re- 
forms of an administrative and eco- 
nomic character, and likewise to th» 
more rigid enforcement of the doc- 
trines and discipline of the church. 


"Onrdlniil Sarto, the patriarch of Ven- 


ice, ,1s the man of all ptbers who (Ills 
these requirements. 
He Is probably 


the most able adminatrator of the Ital- 
ian episcopacy, combines firmness and 
determination with abundant tact and 
common sense, and has managed to in- 
stitute a number of Tory practical re- 
forms . in his archdiocese of Venice 
without giving offense either to the cler- 
gy or to th'e Inity. He avoids all news- 
paper notoriety. Indeed, his name is 
rarely mentioned in the press. He has 
always understood bow to maintain 
an agreeable .yet dignified modus Vi- 
vendi with the Italian authorities, 
from whom he derives his stipend, and 
has shown his enlightenment by the 
vigorous campaign which he bas car- 
ried on against the veneration of relics 
of questionable authenticity. He Is on 
friendly terms with the 'members of 
the reigning bouse of Italy, during the 
Inte reign took part with King Hvm- 
bert and Queen Marghertta in the 
launching of a man-of-war at Ven-
